In the Old Law these prayers and good works offered by 
relatives, as well as the sacrifices which people had the 
Hebrew priests offer for their dead, while they shortened the 
time of detention in Purgatory, could only admit the souls of 
the good to Limbo (called Abraham’s bosom), because Heaven 
was not to be thrown open until the Redemption of Christ. 
God’s justice must ever remain the same, and if there was a 
Purgatory before Christ there must be one since Christ’s 
time; if prayers were effacacious in paying the “last farth- 
ing” for the dead in the Old Law, they must be equally power- 
ful in the New Law. A trust in the merits of Christ does not 
nullify Christ’s own law: “If thou wilt enter into life, keep 
the commandments”; nor His other serious declaration: 
“But I say unto you, that every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall render an account for it in the day of judg- 
ment.” St. Ambrose, speaking at the funeral of the great 
Emperor Theodosits, and this before the primitive belief is 
supposed to have been changed, said: “I have loved him dur- 
ing life; therefore I shall never leave off praying for him until 
by tears and prayers I have brought him into the Holy 
Mountain of the Lord.”

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ASK YOUR MASON FRIEND. 


OUR SUNDAY VISITOR has no disposition to stir up 
any trouble with the Masons nor with the members of any 
other organization.

We mention only this one slander from each paper, while 
they contain many more. In fact, the New Age contains little 
else than attacks on the Catholic Church, and they are as un- 
true as those carried by the cheap pole-cat anti-Catholic 
papers. 

If these Masonic journals were telling the truth about 
Catholics and their Church, no honest objection could be 
taken by us. If they thought they were telling the truth, but 
were willing to be corrected, the wrong done might be miti- 
gated by publishing the correction. But we absolutely know 
that the editors of these magazines wish to believe wrongly 
about us or at least to write wrongly about us. We know 
that they have been corrected many times, but their readers 
were never so informed. 

Now, we request you again to ask your Mason friends if 
they approve of the campaign of slander which those who 
rule over their Order are carrying on against the Catholic 
Church. You may ask them, incidentally, whether they favor 
the abolition of the religious school, because these papers are 
asking Masons everywhere to get behind legislation, which 
would practically close all elementary schools conducted by 


the Church. Ignorance can be condoned, but not malice and 
dishonesty; and the afficial organs referred to are both 
malicious and dishonest.
